Whereas, a proud recipient of the Thomas Jefferson, Trailblazer, and Elijah Lovejoy awards,
Betty Van Uum is the widow of Richard Van Uum, Jr.; the wife of attorney Stanley Schechter; the mother of
Richard and Katherine Van Uum; the stepmother of Deborah and Elizabeth; and the grandmother of Raphaella
Chairmonte, Michelangelo Chairmonte, and Jack Fox:
